DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

In response to Preliminary Amendments A and B, claims 1-8 and 13-23 were 
cancelled and the specification and abstract amended. Claims 9-12 are pending. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
09/316,044, filed on 21 May 1999.

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 
"10" on Figure 4. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nunoue 
(US 5,905,275). Nunoue discloses the limitations of claims 9-1 1 , namely a 
semiconductor device where a single crystal sapphire substrate 61 has a GaN 
semiconductor laser 66-69 formed on a major surface. An electrical connection to the 
device is made through an electrode 70 in a hole formed on the substrate (Fig. 7e, col. 
8 line 14 -col. 9 line 58).

While Nunoue reads on claim 1 1 as shown above, the Examiner contends that 
the limitations of claims 1 1 and 12, specifically that the semiconductor device should be 
a lll-V laser or FET, are not given patentable weight. A claim containing a "recitation 
with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed 
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does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art 
apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 
USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). In this case, the structural limitations of 
claim 9 have been anticipated as shown above. The intended use of the invention — 
choosing to use the substrate containing a via hole for an electrical connection in either 
a semiconductor laser or a FET — is not given patentable weight. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Each of the references shows a semiconductor device formed on 
a substrate, where the an electrical connection is made to the device through a hole in 
the substrate,
